Part, I do not think any thing contemptible, bo- 
cauſe it is new; but if Antiquity alone deſerves.

AND yet what unmerciful Zeal has been ſhewn . 
to depreciate this Inftitution in the Eyes of the 
common People, as if the Fate of the Nation 
depended upon rendering it contemptible ? 
What Pains have been taken, what Stories have 
been invented, and what execrable Wit hath been 
broach'd upon this innocent Occaſion ? But as 
there is no Meral Evil in any Order or Degree of 
Honour, it is impoſſible to bring any ſerious ra- 
tional Argument againſt it.. The only Attack 
therefore that can be made, depends upon Satyr 
and Ridicule, which may be (or at leaſt might 

have been at their firſt Inſtitution) equally le- 
velled againſt any Order as againſt this; for. 
which Reaſon I wonder that it never came into: 
the Head of any of theſe Satyrical Wits, to ridi- 
cule the Blue or the Green Ribbon, ſince there is 
nothing honourable in one Piece of Ribbon, or in 
one Colour more than another, but what they de- 
rive from the ſame Fountain; and either the 
King has no Power at all to create Titles and Dig- 
nities, or he can advance the Red Ribbon, as his 
Predeceſſors did the Blue and Green, to what 
Degree of Honour he pleaſes. 


Bur let us examine ſome of the moſt poignant
